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AN UGLY SPECTACLE. 
Most of the talk about naval pro­ 
grams 
has 
concerned 
the 
United 
States, 
Great 
Britain 
and 
Japan. 
These are considered the three great 
naval powers, and Mr. Borah’s pro­ 
xies; Is for a “naval holiday” concern 
only these three. 
It might be worth 
the while of the .senator from Idaho— 
and of other people also— to take note 
of what France is doing. 
The French 
naval authorities have just 
decided 
upon the construction of IOO subma­ 
rines. 
A naval expert in the Paris Matin 
discusses the matter in a most* inter* 
esting way, interesting especially few 
its frankness. 
He points out at the 
beginning that France cannot stand * 
the expense of a big battleship pro­ 
gram and bhat submarines are very 
much less expensive. 
That, however, 
is not tine chief 
reason 
why he ap­ 
plauds the 
decision 
to build a vast 
nun ber of undersea boats. 
He ap­ 
plauds it mainly because he believes 
that Germany's use of the submarine 
during the war is a lesson which 
France should take to heart. Germany 
nearly won the war with her subma­ 
rines, he says, and he declares signi­ 
ficantly that when 
France 
has IOO 
submarines, “France will be a naval 
power.” 
The talk of one naval expert might 
be discounted, but the decision of the 
French naval chiefs to build IOO sub­ 
marines is another 
matter. 
It can 
mean only 
one thing. 
Situated 
as 
France is ,a French submarine flotilla 
could be a formidable factor in war 
only if it were used just as the Ger­ 
mans used their. 
In short the French 
navy has taken a leaf 
out 
of Ger­ 
many’s book and is getting ready to 
do, in case of necessity, exactly what 
Germany did with her U-boats. 
This is likely 
to 
give a shock to 
those of us who admire France, but 
we should not be too hasty with our 
blame. 
France is simply recognizing 
the fact th! jungle law still prevails 
in the world. 
It was a fact that few 
of us realized 
until 
the world war 
came along, and then, when we did 
realize it, we vowed to abolish jungle 
law and substitute something better. 
But we have*not none so. 
Jungle law 


s till rules and we are forced to take 
Fare of ourselves as best we can with 
poison gas, with 
incendiary 
bombs, 
with undersea assassins that strike in 
the dark. 
we must face, sorrow­ 
fully but without unjust denunciation, 
the hateful spectacle of gallant and 
chivalrous France preparing to make 
herself the leading practitioner of 
unrestricted 
submarine 
warfare as 
Von Tripitz planned ami practiced it. 


GEDDES GOES HOME. 
Sir Auckland 
Geddes,' the British 
ambassador to the United States, has 
gone home to talk with Lloyd George 
about; matters 
affecting 
the United 
States and Britain. 
It is said that his 
stay in London 
will 
be brief, but it 
cannot be very brief if he is to dis­ 
cuss with the Premier all the ques­ 
tions affecting Anglo-American rela­ 
tions which need discussion. 
There 
a great many of these. 
There is the question 
of naval dis- 
r 
ament, a question in’ which Great 
Britain and the 
United 
States 
are 
deeply interested 
because 
they are 
the 
leading naval 
powers of the 
world. 
There is the question of Ire­ 


land which is becoming 
more 
and 
more a menace to the maintenance of 
friendly relations 
between 
the two 
great English-speaking 
democracies. 
There is the question of oil in Mesopo­ 
tamia and elsewhere. 
There is the 
question of Panama Canal tolls which 
has been revived by the republicans, 
though it is possible that the revival is 
temporary and was for campaign pur­ 
poses only. There is the question of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty which is a 
tornh in the side of Americans and 
Britishers who wish to see friendship 
and peace between the United States 
and Great Britain. There are probably 
various questions, which have not yet 
found their way into the newspapers, 
arising from the fact that this coun­ 
try and England are now competitors 
on the seas for the commerce of the 
world. There are questions arising out 
of Britain’s financial obligations to us 
during the wrar period. 
Hence there is much for Sir Auck­ 
land Geddes and Lloyd George to talk 
about and it is to be hoped that they 
will talk about these matters to some 
purpose. 
It would be an exaggera­ 
tion to say that there is grave danger 
of war betw een the United States and 
England. 
There* are probably enough 
sensible 
people in both 
countries to 
it 
prevent that from happening. But it is 
no exaggeration to say that there are 
today more people trying to destroy 
the friendship and peace prevailing 
between this country and Great Brit­ 
ain than at any other time in the past 
hundred years. 


PLANNING A WORLD’S FAIR. 
Perhaps it has escaped the attention 
of many that, Philadelphia is planning 
to hold a world’s fair in 1926. That, 
however, is what Philadelphia is doing 
and the project has gone so far that 
the exact site of the fair has been se­ 
lected, the mayor has been authorized 
to appoint a committee of IOO citizens 
to promote the enterprise, and a bill 
has been 
introduced 
in congress to 
give the undertaking a national char- 
acter. 
There seems something grotesque 
in the idea of planning a world’s fair 
now. Never wTas the world in a more 
tom up condition. 
A large part of it 
is nearly bankrupt, millions of its peo­ 
ple are almost starving, nations are 
ranged in arms against other nations, 
whole peoples are obsessed with hat­ 
red of other peoples. Physically, men- 
taly and morally the world wras never 
in wTorse shape for getting together 
and holding a real world’s fair, such 
as Philadelphia plans, than now’. 
It is much to be feared, therefore, 
that the world’s fair will not be held 
or, if it is held, it will not be a real 
world enterprise, shared in by all the 
nations. If it is to take place in 1926, 
the wrork should begin in the early fu­ 
ture, and conditions 
are 
frightfully 
unfavorable for the task. 
But, al­ 
though there is little likelihood of the 
plan going through to success, it is 
certainly an interesting fact that such 
a plan is seriously entertained. 
It is 
about as striking an example of opti­ 
mism as one could conceive of, and it 
would be a fine thing indeed if this 
optimism could actually conquer the 
obstacles that rise up in front of it.

Claim of Maggie Parjo, a Creek 
Indian, to Oklahoma oil lands valu­ 
ed at more than 2 million dollars, 
was denied by the supreme court 
in dismsising an appeal from lower 
court decrees. 
The land was ori­ 
ginally allotted to Anna Bird, Mag­ 
gie’s sister, and under ihe Oklaho­ 
ma lawr of succession, passed to her 
father Oil her death.

ing the bill was ready to be report­ 
ed to the house*. 
The proposed army of 150,000, 
which compares with the present 
army of about 
213,060 
men and 
with the army of 175,000 men fixed 
ii a resolution recently adopted by 
the house and senate, was suggest­ 
ed by Mi*. Harding as a groper max- 
mum, Chairman Anthony said, at 
a recent conference at Marion. Mr. 
Harding, according to Mr. Anthony, 
expressed the belief that an army 
of 150,000 men together with the 
reserve, national guard and other 
available forces, should provide suf­ 
ficient military establishment for 
the nation in time of peace.

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THE WASHINGTON LOBBY. 
Another crusade against the Wash­ 
ington lobbyists is on, and the Indian­ 
apolis News thinks that this time 
something effective may be done 
against them. 
'T he bills offered by 
Senators Kenyon and Overman would 
help somewhat,” the News says, “pro­ 
viding as they do for registration of 
all lobbyists with penalties for non­ 
registration. 
It would also be neces­ 
sary for lobbyists to file expense ac­ 
counts. It is proposed further to pro­ 
hibit them from 
talking 
with any 
member of congress, and to require 
them to say what they have to say in 
public hearings by committees.” 
These are far-reaching proposals. 
To prohibit the lobbyists from even 
talking to congressmen is to go pretty 
far. 
The Indianapolis News is prob­ 
ably right when it says that the pro­ 
posal of such drastic remedies may be 
taken as proof of the existence of a 
situation “little short of scandalous.” 
Indeed, even without the evidence of 
these proposed measures, the exist­ 
ence of such a situation might have 
been inferred. In the ordinary course 
of events there should^e a big lobby 
at Washington now. The time is ripe 
for it. The existence and 
develop­ 
ment of lobbies seem to proceed in 
cycles. They grow and wax great and 
powerful and 
then 
somebody rises 
and smites them, as President Wilson 
smote them, and they either wither 
awray to nothing or else keep upder 
cover for a while. 
But pretty soon 
they begin to revive 
and 
presently 
come out of their hiding places and 
start to grow and keep on growing 
and increasing in size and 
in assure 
ance until once more they overstep 
the mark and have to be hammered on 
the head again. 
Probably it is true that the Wash­ 
ington lobby has by now attained a 
stage of development which necessi­ 
tates another dose of knockout drops, 
but it is idle to suppose that it will stay 
knocked-out. It may be stunned, but 
it won’t be killed, and before long it 
will 'show' signs of returning 
anima­ 
tion. And one of the reasons why this 
will happen is the fact that congress 
needs lobbyists of a sort in Washing­ 
ton, and it is impossible to permit the 
presence of the right sort without at 
the same time encouraging the growth 
of the wrong sort. 
Congress, which 
has to legislate regarding all sorts of 
complex matters, 
needs to have on 
hand men with whom it can consult 
regarding these special matters—men 
who know all about those*particular 
things. 
It really cannot legislate in­ 
telligently without them, and yet how 
is a hard and fast line to be drawn 
between these men and the lobbyists 
proper? 
-

There is evidently going to be a 
campaign against the lobbying and 
it may be highly effective for a time. 
But the lobby will come to life again 
after a while; and if it is made illegal 
for*the lobbyists to talk to congress­ 
men, an intelligible 
sign 
language 
will be invented. 


DEMAND COMES TOO LATE. 
Writing in the current number of 
the Outlook, Mr. Nicholas Roosevelt 
joins the number of prominent repub­ 
licans who are more or less franti­
